The CM@R solicitation was issued with the
MBE/WBE goals of 4.95% MBE and 2.59% WBE for Preconstruction Phase Services (including
General Conditions). MWH submitted a compliance plan that exceeded the solicitation goals as follows:
21.39% MBE (5.87% African American, 10.15% Hispanic, 5.37% Asian-American) and 5.17% WBE.
